iniu mlong before he began to speak 
Outside, on the capita! plaza, an- 
other large crowd heard the address 
through an amplifying device and at 
the same time it was carried through- 
out the entire country by radio. 


On the floor of the House itself, the 


crush -was so great that members 
complained, they were unable to get 
seats to which they were entitled. 
House officers were directed to clear 
the floor just before the president's 
arrival of persons not entitled to ad- 
mission. 


Mrs. Coolidge sat in the executive 
gallery. She had arrived before the 
House assembled at noon and re- 
ceived an ovation from the floor and 
galleries.

"I dp not favor the granting of a 
bonus."

cottage, fired the structure and fled 
with Miss Anderson 
It was to solve 


financial difficulties which had beset 
him as head of the Phonograph com- 
pany as well as to cover 
his flight 


with the stenographer with whom he 
was in love, Sailstad said, according 
to -Mr. Anglim. 


He expected his wife to -collect £62,-- 


000 insurance on his life and use the 
money to straighten the phonograph 
company's affairs 
out. the district 


attorney quoted Sailstad. 


Mrs. Sailstad, convinced that the 


bo««s-<owid in the ashes--o<—the cot- 
tage were those of her husband, be- 
gan legal action to collect the insur- 
ance and later married Ross Richard- 
son, of Eauclaire.

New York Clinic

NEW YORK, Dec. 5—Xine hun- 


dred cases have been accepted at a 
birth control clinic on Fifth Avenue 
which ha.i been in semi-secret opera- 
tion for nearly a year, Margaret Sang- 
er, oft-arrested president of the Amer- 
ican Birth Control League, disclosed 
today at a public jubilee luncheon of 
400 prominent men and women advo- 
cates. 


"When Chief Inspector Leahy learn- 


ed of the ^institution on Fifth Avenue 
he ordered,detectives of the district 
to begin an immediate investigation of 
methods and clientele. 


In Brooklyn, in 1316, the last public 


attempt, to conduct a birth control 
clinic was met with, a raid by the po- 
lice and the arrest of Mrs. Margaret 
Sanger, Ethel Byrne and Fama Mm- 
dell.

Overproduction 


In Oil Will End 


By Middle 1924 


(By The A«»ocl»tcd 
f r f m n . ) 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 5.—The "pre- 


sent period of over-production" in the 
oil Industry will end by tho middle of 
1924. Dr. H. Foster Bain, director of 
the United States Bureau of 'Mines, 
predicted today In testifying before 
tho Senate Public Lands Committee's 
Inquiry Into tho leasing of govern- 
ment oil reserves. He based tho pre- 
diction, he said, on opinions of experts 
In whose judgment he had implicit 
confidence. 


Discussion 
of the market condi- 


tions grew out of efforts of Senator 
"Walsh, Democrat, Montana, to ob- 
tain from the witness an estimate as 
to the period in which the govern- 
ment might feel confident of obtain- 
ing in the open market almost any 
quantity of oil for storage as reserves 


"It is hard to state a definite fig- 
ure" the director said. "If the gov- 
ernment would be wll.ing to pay the 
price demanded, it should have no 
difficulty, certainly for a reasonable 
surplus will be met by consumption 
by the middle of next year. It is a 
fact that every company which has 
the capital is now storing all it can 
and selling as little as possible at pre- 
vailing prices." 


Dr. Bain said he 
was present at 


Three Rivers, New 3J>xico, the home 
of Albert B. Fall, then secretary of 
the interior, in Decembei 1921. on 
»he occasion of the visit of Harry F 
Sinclair, later the lessor of reserve 
No. 3 in Wyoming. Mri Bam said he 
made the trip to carry a draft of the 
proposed storage

He understood, the 
director said, that the oil magnate 
had come to discuss questions affect-

the entire cost would have to be ex- 
pended without return, thug making 
the gross cost the 
capital 
invest- 
ment." 


Referring to the original estimate 


of his office of 135,000,000 barrels 
as the capacitv of reserve number 
there Dr. Bain said the discrepa-ncy 
between this total and that of 25,- 
000,000 
to 
30,000,000,000 
barrels, 


now believed to be in sight in that 
property, was caused by two errone- 
ous deductions.
